The U.S. Department of Com- 
merce has just predicted that at 
least © 200,000 passengers will be 
carried on scheduled alr transport 
lines this year, an increase.of 50,- 
000 over 1929. The report shows that 
over 100,000 miles of scheduled ser- 


vice are being flown in the United], 


States every 24 hours. Eighteen 
months ago 85 companies were 
operating §9 air lines flying 69,000 
miles every day, whilst now there 
are’ 45 such concerns flying 120,000 
miles a day, and operating-137 mail, 
passenger and express routeg. 

Thero are 6,786 licensed acro- 
planes in the United States to-day, 
about 20 per cent, being used for 


pleasure and: 80 per cent. for mis- |; 


cellancous commercial purposes. 
No wonder, at this rate of progress, 
that American insurance au- 
thorities belfeve that last year’s 
aireraft premiums of $6,000,000 
will probably reach $30, 000, 060 in 
1933. 

Aviation is also réakinur great 
strides in Canada, and activity was 
more pronounced last year than at 
any time since the War. Forcst 
protection and aerial survey work 
havo materially progressed; flying 
in the Par North has been extend- 
ed; air mail services are now span~ 
ning more than half of the 
Dominion, with trunk lines in tho 
east ‘and daily: services 
prairie provinces. ' 

The development of aviation on 4 
world-wide basis is procéeding 
apace, and promises to bring into 
being a new vast branch of insur- 
ance, and it may be predicted “that 
a very few years heiice will see con- 
ditions so stabilised as to promise 
-a-reasonable-prospact_of-insuranca. 
for all who go into the air.

PREMIERS AT SEA. | 


‘DELEGATES SEE MIMIC 
BATTLE. 


Weymouth, Nov. 1. 

The Prime Ministers of the Em- 
‘pire and other delegates to the Im- 
perial Conference spent to-day 
with the Navy, watching a* varied 
programme of evolutions in the 
English Channel ‘which. were 
carried out by the ships of the 


[Atlantic Fleet. 


On arriving at Portland from 
London the visitors embarked in 
the battleship Nelgon, the flagship 
of Admiral Sir Michael Hodges, 
the commander-in-chief, and pro- 
ceeded to sea. Around them were 
about sixty ships, ‘ranging from 
battleships of 35,000 tons down to 
little auxiliary craft, the develop- 
ment of which has been’ the out- 
standing feature of the post-war 
activities of the Admiralty. 

During previous imperial Con- 
ferences a day has usually been 
spent with the Navy, but Spithead 
or the Solent has been the scene, 
anchorages associated with so 
many impressive and spectacular 
exhibitions of sea power in the 
past, as, for instance, in July, 
1914, when the greatest naval force 
ever assembled was Inspected by 
the King, as events were to prove, 
on the eve of the greatest war of 
all time.. The choice.of Portland 
to-day was appropriate, It is the 
working base in Southern waters 
of the Atlantic Fleet, which has 
just returned from its usual 
autumn visit of six weeks to 
Cromarty Forth, its Northern 
working base. 

The Navy is All Right, : 
__.We.waw..the Fleet at_ its daily, 
work early In the week. Admiral 
Roger Backhouse, the Controller of 
the Navy, declared, in a speech, 
that the Fleet had never been more 
efficient’ than it is at present add- 
ing that the spirit which animated 
it was better than it had ever been. 
Of course, the Atlantic Fleat is 
only regarded from the point of 
view of war operations ag a rein- 
forcement of the greater Mediter- 
ranean Fleet stationed in the 
“Middle Sea,” but it reflects the at- 
mosphere of the whole Navy. ’ 

To-day’s visitors had ample 
evidence that the Navy, as one’ of 
them put it, is all right and pre- 
pared for anything that may hap- 
pen. No one, when the farewells 
-had any 
doubt as to that verdict, 

Never before has ao exciting, 
fascinating, and informative a 
naval programme been carried out 
as that of to-day, which is saying 
a good deal, since fh the past thirty 


_lyears I have seen .all the naval |’ 
pageants. 


The gun and the tor- 
pedo and mine, and its antidate, 
the paravane, the submarine and 
its enemy, the-depth charge, as 
well as the flying-boats and the 
aeroplanes of the Fleet air arm,’ 
all contributed to to-day’a demon- 
stration of what modern naval 
power is like.

| SHIPPING SUBSIDIES. 


SCHEME TO COMBAT ASSISTED 
OWNERS, 


Under the heading of ‘'Regula- 
tion of Tonnage” the current 
publication of the Baltic and 
International Maritime Confer- 
ence discusses measures which 
are being considered in various 
countries for dealing with the 
results of a surplus of shipping. 
Quite one of the most interesting 
of the schemes hag been advane- 
td by Dr. Sven Helander, of Nur- 
emberg, who suggests that all 
the shipping companies of the 
world owning vessels of at least 
16,000 tons gross and of a 
minimum speed of 18 knots 
should: agree that under no 
circumstances would they ac- 
cept subsidies, direct or in- 
direct, for new ships com- 
ing within this class. The 
agreement would apply only to 
vessels to be built in future, and 
it would bind shipawners not to 
order such vessels unless 
could be self-supporting. If a 
new ship of 16,000 tons gross or 
more were being built in any 
country with the aid of subsidies 
the proposed combination of ship- 
owners would endeavour “by 
peaceful persuasion” to postpone 
construction. Failing succeas in 
this way another ship would be 
supplied at the joint expense’ of 
the organization to compete with

the one built with the aid of sub-} 


sidies. ' She would be employed 
in a similar way to the subsidised 
vessel and would maintain the 
same itineraries, the only differ- 
ence-being - that- rates: of “freight 
reduced by, say 10 per cent, 
would be accepted for her. The 
strength of the combination 
would thus be pitted against the 
subsidised “outsider” which, it is 
hopefully’ suggeated, would ultim- 
ately be driven from the sea.

struction of the extension was 
‘commenced in May of this year. 

The responsibility of financing 
this. work, at the cost of $45,000, 
has been borne by the seventeen 
Girectors of this year, ofther by 
contributing funds themacives or 
by theatrieat performances and 
soliciting. donations from friends. 
lt ia with much pleasure that we 
now see the frultfon of our plans. 

The additional apace provided 
by these extensions will increase 
the number of ordinary beds by 
seventy, and provide quarters for 
sixteen female nurses. 

These additions, however, aré-in- 
significant in comparison with the 
achievementa of our predecessors, 
but we cannot but still strive to 
do our smali share towards the 
improvement . of the hospital. 
Thig ts the lenst we can do to 
justify the responsibility placed 
upon us by the Chinese community. 

A Big Deficit. 

Owing to the increase of patients, 
and the attendant increase in ex- 
penditure, there is stlll o big de- 
ficit in spite of the subsidy of. the 
Government. From our daily sub- 
scription campaign during the last 
three woeks we have been able to 
collect about $50,000. . 

The importance and size of this 
Colony, with-its many supporters of 
charity, will assuredly produce 
many able successors to the present 
directors. Those who will come 
after us wil} bring to thelr tasks a 
large measure of enthusiasm and 
ability. They will inapire others 
to give support to a worthy cause, 
thereby exemplifying the two, an- 
cient maxims: “In the perform- 
ance of virtue, yield not even to 
your teacher,” and “In contemplat- 
ing good, be equal to'others.” We 
can predict that future resulta will 
be much more, gratifying, There 
is a passage from one of the sages 
which appropriately applies to 
them: “Altruism is the propriety 
of benevolence; if properly carried 
out it becomes a’ virtue.”

The funeral took place at Wands- 
worth Cemetery, of his . Honour 
Judge Millis Coventry, the “father” 
of the Oxford and Cambridge. 
University Boat race, who died at 
his home at Streatham Park.

College, London, and at Trinity 
Hall, Cambridge, where he took his 
B.A. He was called’ to the Bar at 
the Inner Temple in 1864, and prac- 
tised in Lancashire until 1886, 
when he waa appointed a county- 
court judge.

LARCENY OF CLOCK. 


ALLEGATIONS OF A FALSE 
CHARGE. 


REMAND ORDERED, 

Yeung Yuen, (40) an unemploy- 
ed Chinese, was this morning 
charged at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy with the larceny of a clock 
and a blanket property of Suen 
Wah, a firewood déaler.  « 

An additional charge of ‘stealing 
an attache case, threa pieces of 
clothing, a‘knife and 17° copper 
cents, property of Cheung Shek- 
choi shop foki was preferred. 

Accused pleaded not guilty. 

Suen Wah said that he lived to- 
gether with Cheung Shek-choi in 
a hut at Nga Tain Wai Road, and 
on the night of December 14 he 
was awakened about 12 pm, He 
saw the: foki holding a strange 
man, who was in possession of the 
He blew 
a police . whistle and a Chinese 
constable appeared and took ac- 
cused to, Police Station. : 

Roused By Clotk. 

Cheung Shek-choi stated that 
when he awoke he saw Yeung 
Yuen with the stolen articles, and 
added that it'was~ probably the 
sound of the clock being taken 
down from the partition between 
sleeping apartment and shop that 
aroused him. The door of the hut 
had been broken ‘for some little 
while and it would be an e at- 
ter for anyone to enter., =~ "Qy° 

Accused’s Story. 3 

The accused gave evidence that 
he had only recently come down 
from the country with his wife and 
children. Knowing the, brother of 
Suen Wah, it was arranged that he 
and his family should have tem- 
porary accommodation in the hut. 
The second night the family re- 
moved to another address, but he 
again slept at the hut, and It was 
(December 14) 
that he was accused of the theft. 
Awaking about midnight he said 
the two complainants and others 
seized him and robbed him of 
H.K.$4, miasing’a further sum of 
$10 in Chinese money, concealed’ jn 
another pocket. After that Suen 
Wah and Cheung Shek-choi framed 
up a falae charge against him, 

A remand of 48 hours in police 
custody was granted to enable de- 
fendant to call lils family for 
witnesses. ;

A serious assault took place in 
the Sam.

CHARGE AGAINST WOMAN. 

Hearing of the case in which a 
Chinese woman is charged with 
the unlawful possession of 169 
taels of opium at the -Ping On 
Wharf, was opened before Mr, R. 
E. Lindsell at the Central Magis- 
tracy ‘thia morning, Revenue Offi- 
cer A.W. Grimmitt prosecuting. 
Mr. Horace Lo appeared for the 
defence and tendered a plea of not 
guilty, ‘A number of baskets and 
two sacks containing dried herbs 
were exhibited in Court. 

A Chinese revenue offlcer sald 
that at about 7 o'clock on Saturday 
night, he wag on duty on the Ping 
On Wharf, when he noticed two 
coolies carrying a rattan basket. 
He approached them, and after 
questioning one of them went away 
and-brought the woman back. She 
denied owning, the articles, and 
added “Tung he” (which interpret. 
ed meant.a plea for pardon). 
Across the road, on the pavement, 
were other luggages, but he did 
not ask her about them. 

His-Worship: You ought to ask 
the woman, What right have you 
to take the coolie’a word instead 
of asking the woman. 

. Continuing, witness said. that 
there was a third coolie who was 
engaged in looking after the lug- 
gage. ‘The opium was discovered 
in the false sides of the basket.
